$3,000, whereupdn they are to be guaranteed 
two years more in which to pluck geese and 
convert young men from the paths of recti- 
tude into blacklegs and loafers. The most 
insidious form of gambling is pool-selling 
on horse-racing, ball-playing, and other 
games of chance and fraud. The ruin of 
hundreds of now worthless young men in 
this city and thousands in the State can be 
dated from their introduction to pool-rooms, 
which are mere gamblimg-dens, no matter 
what may be said, to the contrary. The alle- 
gation that county agricultural fairs cannot 
be successfully held without the aid of pool- 
betting is pure humbug, and, even if true, it 
would be far better to discontinue such fairs 
than to run them as blackleg instituuons.

THE WALL-SIREET FLURRY. 

The flurry, semi-panic, contraction, or strin- 
gency in the New York financial market, 
caused by the recent action of a few of the 
National banks in opposition to the Funding 
bill, furnishes an instructive lesson of the 
inevitable perils and dangers which threaten 
any branch of business that rests upon a 
dishonest and immoral basis. 

There has been during the last six months 
an unnatural and insubstantial inflation of 
bonds, stocks, and obligations generally 
classed as public securities. This inflation 
has included the increase in the issue of 
these securities, the addition amoanting to 
about $700,000,000 in stocks and bonds of 
new enterprises, and in the stocks and bonds 
of schemes previously exploded and practi- 
cally abandoned. This was merely the addi- 
tion to the list of so-called securities placed 
on the market, and which those having 
money were invited to buy. There were 
already similar securities to the amount, 
perhaps, of six billions on the stock-lists 
offered for sale. ‘This enormous inflation 
of the amount of stock on the market 
has been supplemented by another inflation 
of their marketable values. Stocks and 
bonds previously quoted at nominal prices— 
less than 20 cents on the dollar—have been 
pushed up to 60 and 80, and stocks previously 
selling at 50 and 75 have been advanced to 120 
and 150. There has been a general balloon 
lift and swell to an extent not warranted by 
any substantial condition of business; ahd 
Wall street has opened its capacious jaws 
to swallow all the surplus money of the 
country. 

The processes by which this abnormal, un- 
healthy inflation has been accomplished and 
maintained should be understood by the 
country, as well as the dishonest practices 
that have been ‘tolerated, to the great in- 
jury of public morality. 

Last week the New York banks saw in the 
prospective enactment of the Funding bill a 
danger to their peculiar interests, or a prob- 
able reduction of profits, and, with a 
selfishness inseparable from trade, they con- 
spired against it, indifferent as to the conse- 
quences that might follow. They instan- 
taneously called in loans and deposited 
in the Treasury of the United States e 
$15,000,000, and asked the return of. ir 
bonds held as security for their-note circul a- 
tion. -The mere surrender of their circula- 
tion was of comparative insignificance, but it 
was attended by a notice demanding the re- 
turn of all call loans, and this sudden demand 
produced the excitement and consterna- 
tion in Wall street, and the sudden advance 
in the rates of money and decline in the price 

of stocks. PR 

“Call loans” are those loans made by 
banks upon the deposit of collaterals, and 
subject to cali at any hour by the banks. 
These loans are made to several classes of 
persons: (1) To gamblers in che stock mar- 
ket, who borrow or hire collaterals, and 
then borrow money on them from the 
banks on call. With this money they buy

How 
to raise the wind to pay the banks, was the 
supreme question; and hence the extraor- 
dinary tates of 1½ and 1 per cent per day 
for use of money which was offered on 
Friday. Those unable to respond to the bank 
call were compelled to sell out on a declining 
market at a loss, or to sacrifice their collat- 
erals, which in turn were perhaps borrowed. 
(2) Others making call loans were merchants 
doing a regular and legitimate business, who 
made short loans; and (3) manufacturers who 
obtain call loans on their merchandise, using 
the money in their legitimate business. 
These are the several classes of persons who 
were caught in the sudden demand of the 
banks for the return of the call loans. 
The New York Tribune, an organ of the 
Wall street gamblers, commenting on Fri- 
day’s transactions, says:

spite of such a fall in 
gency in the money market, no failures occurred, 
and there could not be stronger evidence of the 
general soundness of business and the solvency 
of dealers. This panic, it is plain, bas not deen 
caused by any commercial or financial rotten- 
ness or recklesness; but thousands of men, not 
here alone, but in every part of the country, are 
bearing the severe losses to-day because an 
unjust and unwise measure, framed for partisan 
ends, is pending in Cougress. 
Here is a frank confession that the panic, 
if it may be so called, was not caused by any 
doubt as to the general soundness of busi- 
ness and the absence of commercial reck- 
lesness. The panle,“ beyond a temporary 
inconvenience to stich merchants and manu- 
facturers as were involved, was confined to a 
wreck of the stock-gamblers,—to thatelass of 
men who carry on immense operations daily 
with borrowed money. The bulk of these 
called loans by the banks was invested in in- 
flated stocks, the whole business being car- 
ried on with borrowed money. The facility 
with which cash can be thus borrowed for 
stock operations explains largely the manner 
in which the stock-lists of Wall street have 
been inflated and the inflated prices main- 
tained. If prices depended on the supply of 
money owned by the operators there would 
be a prompt shrinkage of these securities to 
their real, substantial values.

INAUGURATION- WEEK. 

The people of Washington evidently take 
a different and more contracted view of the 
approaching inauguration of the new Presi- 
dent than that entertained by the American 
people as a whole. To the Nation at large 
the event of next Friday, the 4th of March, 
signifies the peaceful revolution of the Gov- 
ernment’s administration, involving achange 
of men, but not of principles, during the 
next four years. In Washington City the 
affair takes on a purely local character. The 
inhabitants of the National Capital consist 
mainly of three classes,—the Government 
officials, the lookers-on, and the people who 
live upon these two classes. To all these in- 
auguration-week is a brief period of local 
and personal excitement,—something like a 
State Fair to a good-sized town. ‘The office- 
holders and officeseekers assembled there are 
possessed with varying emotions of hope and 
expectation, doubt and apprehension. The 


visitors are chiefly anxious to get their 
money’s worth in show which they are 


attending. The resident population is bent 
mainly upon makmg hay while the sun 
shines and gathering a rich harvest from the 
crowds that are expected from all parts of 
the country. Locally, the events of inaugu- 
ration will de attended with all the discom- 
forts, impositions, and disappointments inci- 
dent to every large demonstration of a pub- 
lic character. 

» Unusual efforts have been made by the 
Washington people this year to make the in- 
auguration of Gen. Garfield a brilliant affair. 
Committees were organized months ago to 
conduct the various details of the ceremony. 
Subscriptions have been solicited in amounts 
that seem large in Washington to provide for 
the decorations. Military and civic organiza- 
tions from remote quarters of the continent 
have indicated their intention to be present. 
A large procession has been laid out as the 
distinguishing feature of the week. The 
streets are to be decked out with arches and 
the houses draped with flags. There is to be 
agrand union arch and more unpretentious 
arches for all the States ofthe Union. The 
difference in the size and impressiveness of 
these decorations may be regarded as 
symbolic of the proper subordination of the 
States to the Union, though this idea prob- 
ably did not occur to the projectors. There 
is to be a ball, of course, for which the large 
hall of the new Museum building, as yet un- 
occupied, will furnish spacious quarters. 
A vast crowd is expected, but it is 
to be feared that the preparations 
will be inadequate for the proper entertain- 
ment of the visitors. Washington is a city 
in some respects admirably suited to a large 
popular demonstration, but in other respects 
deficient. The streets are wide and in excel- 
lent condition. The public buildings are im- 
posing and interesting. The weather is apt 
to be pleasant. But Washington has not the 
same facilities for improvising entertainment 
on a grand scale as those possessed by com- 
mercial capitals like New York and Chicago. 
It will not be so easy to find comfortable 
lodgings, or ample food, or satisfactory 
service for a great crowd upon an emergen-

This rumor may well be questioned, however, 
because so many of the Democratic members 
are going out of Congress that they are prob- 
‘ably averse to donating any portion of their 
curtailed salaries to this or any other gratifi- 
cation of their spleen because a Republican 
President is to be inangurated. 

It is now put forth that the procession 
-which is to aceompany the new President 
from the White House to the Capitol, where 
the inauguration ceremonies take place, will 
number 15,000 persons. This may safely be 
reduced by severai thousand. A large por- 
tion of this procession will be composed of 
civic societies; yet there will be enough of 
thé military element, regular and militia, to 
give some force to the question raised in the 
Senate by Mr. Hoar a few days ago as to the 
policy of permitting the assembling of State 
troops at the National Capital on the occa- 
sion of the inauguration. Of course the 
Democratic side immediately raised the ques- 
tion ot the participation of the regular Na- 
tional forces,—never missing an opportunity 
to assert the theory of State-sovereiguty. 
The question was passed for the time, be- 
cause everybody conceded that there is not 
the smallest prospect of any disturbance 
at the inauguration of a President 
whose election has been recognized in 
every possible way by all sections 
of the country. Since then Maj. Ben: Perley 
Poore, the veteran Washington correspond- 
ent, has foraged among the books of the 
Congressional Library, and discovered that 
all the Presidents have had a military escort 
of a kind and extent governed by the condi- 
tions of the’country in the various stages of 
progress. At the same time there has proba- 
bly never before been so extensive a repre- 
sentation of State troops as there will be at 
the inauguration of next Friday; and it may 
be that it will be wise, in view of possible 
future efforts at Mexicanization, to fix some 
limit, to guard against a possible conflict of 
National and State armed forces. The dis- 
comfort which the visiting companies will 
probably experience at the approaching in- 
auguration, however, may of itself exert a 
repressive influence upon the zeal of volun- 
teer military organizations to take part in 
future celebrations of this kind. ) 

Perhaps the most significant feature of the 
elaborate preparations which the motley 
crowd of Washington people are making for 
inauguration-week is to be found in the pre- 
vailing acceptance of the old theory to 
“speed the parting and welcome the coming 
guest. No sect of sun-worshipers in the 
world ever followed more religiously the in- 
junction to turn their faces to the rising sun. 
Next Friday the ex-President will ride by the 
side of the new President in an open 
barouche drawn by more or less white 
horses, but that will be the full extent of the 
recognition he will receive. His good deeds 
will be forgotten, and even his errors will be 
obliterated for the time being. He and those 
who have been associated with him and go 
out with him will fill no space in the 
thoughts or hearts of the assembled multi- 
tude, who, from the highest to the lowest, 
are ready to cry: Le roi est mort, vive le 
roi,” 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION IN ILLINOIS. 

Senator Marshall's Compulsory-Edueation 
bill, which has passed the Illinois Senate, 
with slight opposition from the Democrats, 
is in its general scope and intent a good 
measure, and ought with some slight amend- 
ment to become a law. It requires all chil- 
dren between the ages of 8 and 14 years to 
atiend a public sehgol for twelve weeks, at 
least six of which shall be consecutive, in 
each school-yeary Exceptions are made of 
children pb sicntly or.mentaliy incompetent, 
and those attending private schools; and 
when a public school is not taught during 
three months of the year wijhin one and 
one-half miles of the residence of the parent 
the provisions of the law do not apply to 
him. The Beard of School Directors is requir- 
ed to furnish books free of cost toindigent 
children. Persons not complying with the 
law will be liable to a fine of not less than 
$5 or more than $10, to be collected by action 
before a Justice of the Peace; and any School 
Trustee or Director failing to prosecute for 
such fine when complaint is made will be 
himself liable in the same sum at the suit of 
any taxpayer. All moneys collected from 
fines are to be accounted for as other moneys 
raised for school purposes. 

The law requires amendment in two 
respects. The minimum age is not low 
enough, and the period of compulsory at- 
tendance is not as long as it should be, 
There is no reason why children should be 
excused from attending schools until they 
are 8 years of age. A child of 7, or it may be 
of 6 years, is old enough to begin learning the 
elementary branches. The British law puts 
the limits of age at 5 and 14 years. Thatmay 


entirely safe to compel attendance of 
children of 7 years, and we should say that 6 
years would be none too young, especially as 
very young children are not useful at home, 
or ought not to, be in any form of labor. 

The period of attendance is fixed by Mar- 
shall’s bill at twelve weeks, six of them con- 
secutive. It ought to be extended at least to 
sixteen weeks, of which one-half should be 
consecutive. Three months are not enough. 
Children can easily be spared from home in 
an agricultural State like Lilinois during all 
the winter months; and as they are to have

The distinctive feature of Marshall’s bill, 
and that which will give it value as an ex- 
periment, is the section enforcing liability 
against School Trustees and Directors who 
fail to prosecute complaints. Compulsory- 
education laws are no novelties in this coun- 
try. Several States have them, but they had 
rested on the statute-books since their adop- 
tion without even an attempt being made to 
enforce them. The Michigan law is now 
eight years old, and the State Superintendent 
reports that not a single case of compulsory 
attendance has occurred under its provis- 
ions. About the same experience has re- 
sulted from the passage of a compulsory law 
in Ohio, where the torced attendance of chil- 
tren on public schools has been deemed as 
illusory as the enforcement of prohibitory- 
liquor legislation. It is not doubted, how- 
Aver, that these and other laws of the same 
tenor have hada good moral effect in direct- 
ing attention to the subject and quickening 
the cocsciences of parents and school authori- 
ties. Marshali’s bill goes a step beyond any 
of them, and holds School Directors person- 
ally liable for negligence or contempt of the 
law. It seems very probable that this pro- 
vision may stimulate the authorities and 
make the law in some degree efficacious. 

It micht be well to reinforce this law with 
another and more radical one on the subject 
of truancy; but, whether this shall be done 
or not, there can be no possible harm, and 
may be much good, in giving full effect to the 
provisions of Mr. Marshall's bill. There are 
many schools even in this County of Cook

WASHINGTON AS A SLAVEHOLDER. 

‘In an editorial article uvon the anniversary 
of Washington’s birthday the New York 
Evening Post prints a letter from Edward 
Rushton to Gen. Washington, which proba- 
bly has been seen by very few Americans. 
The letter was written from Liverpool in 
1797, about the time that Washington was 
ending his second Presidential term. The 
writer was a prominent phllanthopist of his 
time, and had been a great admirer of Wash- 
ington, as well as an enthusiastic defender of 
the American Revolution. The following 
extract from the letter contains its salient 
points: 


It is not to the Commander-in-Chief 
American forces, nor to the President of the 
United States, that I 3 to address.

congenial spirits to the rude fastnesses 
of the esterp wildernesses, re to 
have enjoyed that blessing without which 
a paradise would be worthless, and 
with which the most savage region is not with- 
out its charms,—that you, I say, should con- 
tinue to be a siavehoider, a proprietor of human 
fiesh and blood, creates in many of your British 
friends both astonishment and regret. It has 
been said by some of your apologists that your 
feeli are inimical to slavery, and that you 
are induced to acquiesce in it at present merely 
from motives of policy.

. « Of all the slaveholders under heaven, 
those of the United States appear to me most 
reprehensible; for man is never so truly odious 
as when he inflicts on others that which he him- 
seif abominates. The hy itical courtesan 
who preaches chastity, yet lives by che violatio 


of it, is not more truly disgusting than one o 


your slaveholding gentry bellowing in favor of 
democracy. 


This letter was sent back unanswered, and 
it was the proper course to take with it, for, 
however honest Rushton may have been in 
his suggestions, it was in one sense an in- 
solent letter, especially when it is considered 
as addressed to the chief executive officer of 
the National Government from the subjeet of 
a Government which introduced the institu- 
tion of slaverv into this country, which was 
engaged in the slave busin itself, and 
which did not abolish slavery in the West 
Indies until a quarter of a century after this 
time. And, furthermore, it is to be taken 
into account that the Colonists always dis- 
claimed all responsibility for slavery. It was 
planted in their midst by the English Govern- 
ment, and upon that Gdverument they right- 
ly fastened the responsibility.

ly have given birth toa fresh and desiruct- 
ive revolution. Slaves were in New York 
and New England then as well as in Virginia, 
and the country was exhausted with the out- 
lay of blood and treasure.“ These comments 
are well enough, 80 far as they go, but the 
Pust does not present the matter in its true 
light.especially when it says: It seems truly 
a strange anomaly that one who should haye 
refused to be a constitutional monarch over 
white men was willing to de an 
absolute ruler over black men.“ Washing- 
ton was in no sense an absolute 
ruler of his slaves. His attitude towards 
them was almost parental. His treatment of 
them was exceptionally kind and humane. He 
even compensated them with gratuities for 
services performed. Instead of fearing him 
or hating him, they were closely attached to 
him. Even after his death, which was the 
signal for their freedom, they still hung 
about the estate, unwilling to leave it, until 
it was finally broken up. Instead of being 
an absolute ruler of them, he could not have 
driven them out of his service. Instead of 


being an absolute ruler, he was the great. 


emancipator. At the very time the Rushton 
letter was written he had made his will, in 
which it was stipulated that after his death 
they should be free. In this regard he stood 
in striking contrast to other slaveholders. 
His slaves were slaves only in name during 
his life; after his death they were freemen. 
It may be fairly assumed, therefore, that he 
was incensed, and fairly so, at the reception 


of the letter, and therefore returned it un- 


answered,

THE PUBLIC ENTRY. 

The bride-elect, accompanied by the Crown 
Princess Victoria, started on a public entry 
into the city at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
route from their garten to the Royal castle, 
about three fhiles, was kept by a continuous 
double line, which as far as Brandenburg 
gate consisted of members of the various 
-ghilds; thence of students of the high- 
schools and academies, trade societies, and 
rifle clubs. The weather was very favorable. 
Stands containing 18,500 seats were 
erected along Under den Linden, and 
let at an average of 15 shillings a seat. They 
were crowded, as were also the windows of 
houses, some of which were let as high as 
£25. The procession consisted of six court 
carriages escorfed by cavalry. Outside Bran- 
denburg gate the procession was recti vod by 
the Governor, the Commandant, and Prefect 
of Police. A salute of seventy-two guns 
was fired on Parizer Platz. Burgomaster 
Forckenbeck welcomed the Princess Augusta 
in the name of the City of Berlin. The pro- 
cession was enthusiastically received at all 
points. The Royal castle was reached at 3 
o’clock.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS. 

The east-bound freight shipments for the 
week ending Feb. 26 fell off still further; 
the decrease, however, is very slight. The 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions dur- 
ing the week amounted to 45,708 tons, against 
46,180 tons the week previous, a decrease of 
472 tons. There is a general belief that ship- 
ments will now continue to fall off as 
the time for opening navigation is drawing 
close and shippers will prefer to wait until 
they can take advantage of the lower lake 
rates. A meeting of Kastern managers is to 
be held in a few days to consider the advisa- 
bility of a reduction in rates to stimulate rail 
sHipments and preventatoo serious falling 
off in business at the present time. Judging 
by the temper of some of the roads it is 
hardly probable, however, that a reduction 
will be made so soon. Most of the roads 
think it will be time enough to make a re- 
duction about April 1, asitis not possible 
that vessels will beable to compete before 
Mayl. It is argued that, if a reduction in 


rates is decided upon as early as this, it will 


be necessary to reduce the rates once or twice 
more during the summer. It is hardly 
probable, however, that uniform rates 
on east-bound freights ean 
maintained during the summer. The 
roads will stick together as long as they have 
all the business they can carry, but when 
there are plenty of idle cars competition will 
set ir and the rates go to pieces. The east- 
bound pooling arrangement is working very 
ungatisfactori J and unless Commissioner 
Fink’s proposal to peo] the business from 
the various Eastern teways, the agree- 
ment will not be much longer maintained, as 
the competition between the various lines is 
now as active as it was before the east-bound 
freight-pool was formed. 

The west-bound of the New York 
trunk lines is understood to have already 
gone to pieces, and rates to Western points 
are being badly cut.

PERPETUAL MOTION. 


The Cause of Moris Muller’s Death. 

The body of the suicide, Moris Müller was 
yesterday identitied as Moris Cohen, or rather 
Simoni, which name he assun@d in Hun- 
gary, bis birthplac prior te coming to this 
country. The identification was made posi- 
tive by a brother of the deceased, Dr. I. Cohea, 
of No. 6% Milwaukee avenue, who received 
within a day or twoa farewell letter dated last 
Wednesday, and bearmg his brother's full sig- 
nature. inthis his intention of ending bis life 
was plainiy announced, and in @ hazy manner 
the causes which led thereto were detailed. 
Moris was about 38 years of age, and had been 
in the country about seven years. He * a 

Ve 
ing and a comfortable e fur bimself and 
family had it not been for eral curious notions 
he had concerning the aim of life. Moreover, 
he had for —.— been an enthusiastic believer 
in the possibility of perpetual motion, and he 
had spenta great deal of time and money in 
trying to perfect his machine. Brietiy, his in- 
vention consisted of an overshot waecel, the 
friction of whose axis in turning was reduced 
as nearly as possibie toa minimum, and it was 
4 — to keep the wheel in motion by small 
bulls of metal, instead of arunning stream. By 
a curious little arrangement the momentum of 
the wheel was to furnish the power for recon- 
veying each of these balis back to its original 
starting-point as soon as it bad dropped out of 
its pocket ou the outer edge of the wheel. After 
years of tedious study Cohen perfected his 
machine theoretically, and p to 
make a practical demonstration with a smail 
model which he had wade after drawings 
furnished by himself. The machine failed to 
work, of course, and the inventor, who had in- 
tended to dazzie the world with a perpetuai-mo- 
tion machine, the simplicity of which was its 
most amazing feature, began to grow morose 
and disconsolate. He renewed bis efforts to 
overcome the difficulty, and finally announced 
to his friends with considerable pride, mingied 
with disappointment, that the machine wus per- 
fect, with the exception of a single little screw 
which could not possibly be dispensed with, and 
which was atthe same time the only obstacle 
that must be overcome. He went crazy in try- 
ing to solve this subsidiary problem, and his 
inalady was increasea by the culmination of do- 
mestic difficulties which led his wife in the old 
country to apply for a divorce. 

Cohen must have contemplated suicide at 
least a Month ago, tor he insisted on having his 
life-insurance policies made over in favor of 
bis brother the doctor, thus ae his wife 
and family. These policies are simply tities to 
membership in a couple of mutual-uid associa- 
tons. one of which pays 2.00 or thereabouts, 
and the other $1,000. Several associations of the 
kind in the State payin cases of suicide asin 
other cases of death, but this is voluntary, as 
every member is always required upon joining 
the association to sign an agreement that he will 
do nothing to endanger his life, nor take it him- 
self. There isa decided opposition to paying 
en, and a sharp con-

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EARLY CHICAGO. 


Trials ‘and Tribulations Endured by 
the Inhabitants Forty Years Ago. 
To the Editor of The Uhteago Tribune. 

Curcaco, Feb. .- As some of your readers 
may have no idea of the hardships encountered 
by the first settlers on reaching our city in early 
times, I will make a few extracts from notes 
made some twenty-five years since, which I trust 
will be found interesting: To commence, just 
faney yourself standing on the road leading 
from the east into Michigan City, one cold, raw, 
wet afternoon, about the middle of October, and 
there you would have seen two covered wagons, 
one drawn by two horses, the other by one, 
wending their slow and tedious way alosg tho 
muddy, miry road leading from La Porte, then 
called Door Prairie, the place from which they 
had started that morning. and though only four- 
teen miles distant it had taken them the whole 
day to accémplish the distance, and hard work 
at that, occasioned by the villainous roads over 
which they had passed, or, to speak 
more ititerally, through which the tired 
horses had dragged them, tor it had been out of 
ove mudbole into another the whole distance, 
and the poor beasts looked pretty well fagged 
out from their day’s work and the previous 500 
miles they had already come on their journey. 
Some of the party were walking, and from their 
appearance—mud-bespattered clothes—looked 
as if they had put their shoulders to the wheel 
more than once that day. Waik with them to 
the tavern, to which they are evidently bending 
their steps, and, while standing there, ict us 
take a look at the occupants as they alight from 
their vehicles. It is very evident from their ap- 
pearance that they are not rough Hvosiers from 
Indiana, or Buckeyes from the backwoods of 
Ohio, for there is, notwithstanding their travel- 
worn appearance and the circumstances in 
which they are placed, a something in their 
looks and manners which stamps them as 
far superior in mental cuiture and civilization 
to the rough, uncouth persons usually seen 
tumbling out of a mover’s wagon,—tbough prob- 
ably not so well caiculated to get along in a new 
country or to endure the privations experienced 
for the past few weeks, or the travel and hard- 
ships of the next few days, asthe other classes 
would have been. Their very wagons look as if 
taste and neatuess were not wholly forgotten. 
They are a large family, the heads of which are 
a gentiemay and lady past the meridiah of life, 
an elderly lady accompanying them, nine chil- 
dren, the eldest a young man just approaching 
manhood, and bis four brothers, three young 
girls not yet in their teens, and one just enter- 
ing that important era. Two young men, friends 
of the family, who accompany them, complete 
the party. Taken together, they comprise a 
group not often seen so far West in those early 
days when Chicago was on the very confines of 
civilization. 

But they are now quietiy seated in the tavern, 
a description of which will answer for nineteen 
out of twenty of all they have stopped at during 
their journey. The outer door opens into a 
large room used asa sitting-room for the men 
fulks, and aisoas a barroom, for in one corner, 
generally in the angle, you will see a cupboard 
with two or three shelves, on which are arranged 
in bottles, the different colored liquors, for | 
sup the color is about all the differeuce you 
could dave found in them, as the brandy, gin, 
and whisky generally came from one distillery 
u Ohio, with the addition of burnt sugar and 
jumper berries to suit the tastes of their custo- 
mers. From this room you would enter the 
family sitting-room, also used asa dining-room 
for travelers, and out of that usually a kitchen 
and small family bed- room. The upper story, 
although sometimes divided into two rooms, 
was often left in one, with beds ar- 
rap along the sides. Once in 
a while you might find a curtain 
drawing across the further end of the room, af- 
fording a little 8 to the female portion of 
the occupants, but often not even that, the bed 
being occupied promiscuously, on the first- 
eome-first-served principle. Meals usually con- 
sisted of bread, butter, potatoes, and fried pork; 
now and then you might get a few eggs, but not 
as far West as our travelers now find inselves. 
Such were the accommodations travelers had to 

ut up with in those early times. If they could 

nd atin wash-basin and clean towel. for the 
whole party to use. generally used ona bench 
outside the back door, they considered them- 
seives fortunate. Nine times out of ten the 
beds were all occupied, or at least bespoken, but 
our travelers were well prepared forsuch oc- 
eurrences,as the one-horse wagon was filled 
with mattresses, blankets, pillows, cloaks, and 
other articles to make upcomfortable beds on 
the floor, which was done aecording to cir- 
cumstances, sometimes in the bar-room, and 
sometimes in the dining-room. The time spoken 
of in Michigan City it was in the inner room, 
where, at 10 o'clock, we will leave them for the 
night, the female portion of the family on the 
mattresses the male on the softest, board they 
could pick out, wrapped up in a blanket and 


cloak. 
They were early astir the next morning, not 
y need have been had not the room been 


that t 
wanted for other purposes, for they had deter- 
mined to spend the day where ne were to rest 
the horses before venturing on e forty-two 
miles of lake-shore without a house between 
them and the Calumet River. During the day 
they would have found ample time to have seen 
ali there was to be seen in the embryo city, 
which then contained probably about fifty in- 
habitants. The buiidings consisted of one small 
brick tavern, a frame one opposit, a blacksmith- 
shop, a store, and half a dozen houses, built in, 
on, above, and below the sand. It was literally 
a place of sand, being located on far more sand- 
hills than ever ancient Rome was ou hills. It 
appeared to be about the southern point of Lake 
Michigan. A small creek emptied itself into the 
lake, though appurentiy much too smail for any 
harbor ever to be formed there. Altogether it 
was one of the most dreary-louking places imag- 
inable, nothing invitmg about it. Our party 
were making what preparations they could for 
the morrow’s journey. but provisions were very 
scarce. All they could get was a sucking pig, 
two small pleces of pork, and balf a bushel of 
potatoes: no butter or milk was to be had for 
love or money. Fortunately they had flour and 
honey in the wagon, so they felt satisfied their 
provisions would last them through. From all 
the information they could get they had made 
up their minds to spend one night 
on the lake-shore, either in the wagon 
or under the broad canopy of heaven. It is very 
evident from their conversation that they dread 
the journey, for two of their horses are about 
used up, and their loads are heavy, but we will 
again leave them for the night. The next morn- 
ing found them up bright and early for à start, 
and after getting breakfast and repacking the 
wagons, they made it by putting the three horses 
to the smallest wagon and hauling it over the 
hills to the shore, when the lady and children 
started on their toilsome journey, while the men 
folks took aspan of the horses back for the 
double wagon. They soon found the depth of 
the sand and the difficulties of the way had not 
been exaggerated, for it wus all they could doto 
reach the beach, on which they had barely 
traveled baif-a-mile when the horses came to a 
deal stop, which delayed them some time, and 
they concluded the * way of making any 
progress at all was by traveling in 

water on the edge of the * Even 
there they found the sand ~ heavy 
that they had to stop every now and then to 
breathe the horses, which made it very tedious 
traveling. It was 3 o’cloek before they over- 
took the first wagon that started. The family 
complained of great fatigue, but there was no 
heip for it, they could not ride, the singie horse 
was completely used up; all their urging could 
not move him. To aad to these troubles, @e 
wind and waves began to rise, driving them fur- 
ther upthe beach. It became evident that a 
heavy storm was blowing up. After a deat of 
useless trouble and exertion, it was decided that 
the two-horse wagon should proceed with the 
family until they could find some sheltered spot 
in which to spend the night, leaving two of the 
young men to get the other on as fast as possi- 
ble, and await the return of the team to take 
them to the stopping place. It was after dark 
before they rejoined their party in the sand 
hills, where they found supper prepared, and 
giad enough they ali were to sit down to it, 
after the labors of the day, but they had hardly 
tasted a mouthful before the threatened storm 
broke over their heads in all its fury. They had 
barely reached the wagon, whither they hastened 
with what food they could snatch up, before 
the rain fell in torrents, the thunder rolled fear- 
fully, and the wind incre to a perfect 
hurricane. The — continued to increase in 
violence until after midnight, the family sitting 
opposit each other on either side of the 
wagon listening to the war of the elements 
during the long and tedious bours of that dread- 
fui night, bolding on with tightened grasp to 
the bows of the wagon cover, expecting every 
minute it would be blown away. Fortunately 
the canvas top was made of stout materiai, and 
withstood the fury of the blast, but still left 
them in no very enviable position, suffering 
as they were from the fatigue of the previous 
day's walk, the cold and damp atmosphere sur-

known and prominent citizens of 89829 They 
told us weceuld not be over ten miles from 
Michigan City, which greatly discouraged our 
travelers, as they fully expected they were at 
least twenty, but the continued stoppages to 
which they had been subjected bad deceived 
them. From this time they fally made up their 
minds to speud another night on the shore of 
Lake Michigan, with a pleasant prospect cer- 
tainly, as it was still very cold, and a large 
amount of their bedding and blankets was left 
bebind, but there was no help for it, so they 
walked wearily onward until towards evening, 
when, finding a sheltered spot in one of the 
swales among the sand-biiis, they prepared to 
spend the night there, by wathering wood, light- 
ing a fire, and cutti u quantity of Juniper and 
fir boughs to cover the ground, on which, after 
partaking of rather a slim supper, they laid 
down, covered with cloaks and what 
blankets they had, and, being com- 
pletely. tired out, really enjoyed a 
good night's rest, under the somewhat novel 
circumstances in which they found themselves. 
The pcor borses were, if possible, in a worse 
plight than themselves, as they had uoth but 
the dried, wiry grass to eat, alfording very littie 
nourishment. They were up next morning with 
the first dawn of day; and, as they had no 
sumptuous breakfast to cook, their provisions 
being reduced to about half a peck of potatoes, 
were oon prepared to resume their journey, 
though not with avery comfortable fecling, 
knowing they could not taste another mouthful 
until they had traveied the twenty miles inter- 
vening between them and the nearest house, but 
they hurried off, hoping almost against hope 
that a friend in Chicago to whom they had writ- 
ten while at Michigan City an account of their 
situation, would get the letter and send heip, 
which fortunately for them he did, sending a 
yoke of oxen driven by a former acquaintance, 
who met them about ll o'clock. This was a 
great relief to all, as it enabled the female por- 
tion of the family to crowd into the wagon 
and ride the remainder of the day. Leaving 
them comfortably provided for, three of the 
young men walked on, arriving at Mann's tav- 
ern on the banks of the Culumet soon after dark. 
and no three young men ever feit happier than 
they didto find themselves again under the 
shelter of a root, with the pre t before them 
of a good substantial meal. T remainder of 
the party, with the wagon, arrived an hour or 80 
later, and were highly delighted to find a good 
supper prepared for them. The night was spent, 
as many before had been, part sleeping on the 
bare ficor, while others ovcupied a couple of 
beds, which were fortunately found disengaged. 
The tavernkeeper was a haif-Indian, but kept a 
good house of its sort, on the eastsideof the 
river, and also ran the ferry. The house was of 
logs, two buildings about 16x20 being put up, 
leaving a space between of about the same size, 
which, being covered with clapboards like the 
other. bulid.ags and meiosed at the sides, made 
quite a commodious tavern, much better than 
most of those they had stopped at for the last 
300 miles of their journey. lo the morning 
it was decided that three of the young men 
should start buck after the other wagon, which 
they did, though much against their inclina- 
tions, taking with them both oxen. and horses, 
carrying what provender they needed on 
their backs. Aftertraveling ten or twelve miles 
on the back track they came to a grove where 
the two men were at work building a shanty, 
stabling, etc.. fora new stauon for the stage 
company. and not before it was needed, for our 
party dragged one horse off to the wood,—a vic- 
tim to bard driving, secant Teed, and want of 
care; but what could the drivers do, with a route 
of forty-two miles of lake-sbore without a 
house, but put the poor brutes through as best 
they could. That night the young men had to 
lie on two inches of snow, by way of a change, 
but with their beads protected from the wind 
by boughs stuck in the sand by some 
other party before the frost set im, and 
a good rvaring fire at their feet, they managed 
to spend a pretty comfortable night. The sec- 
ond day, a little before dark, they found the 
waron just as it had been left,—not a thing 
touched. It was not long before a tire was 
kindled, and slap-jacks were frying in the pan, 
which, eaten with the honey left behind, made 
an excellent supper, enlivened as it was with 
many songs and fovial talk. It took two day. 
more to again reach the river, where they found > 
the party fully reeruited from the fatigues of 
their journey, and anxious to be again on the 
road for Chicago, some thirteen miles distant. 
The following day. about II o'clock, -they 
left Mann's tavelmi, and towards evening 
arrived at the place of their destination, where 
they might reasonably have expected to finda 
comfortable resting-place; but it was not to be. 
Every tavern and house was full, and they had 
to wait two or three hours in the cold before 
they could find a roof to shelter them; then a 
kind lady took compassion on them, and took 
them into her already crowded boarding-house, 
a log building about 16x20, where they had again 
to spread their mattresses on the floor. Such 
was the reception of a family in the then Village 
of Chicago, and such were a few of the hard- 
ships and troubles experienced in getting there.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Increasing the Tax-—The Lake-Front 
Blil—Keepiag Open Sundays. 

The Board of Directors of the Public Library 
heid a regular meeting yesterday afternoon, 
President Onaban in the chair. There were 
present Messrs. Loewenthal, Callaghan, Kadlec. 
Walker, and Allen. 

Dr. Walker, for the Library Committee, re- 
ported the following bills, which had been found 
fo be correct by the Committee: F. H. Head, for 
books, $469; Charles E. Metzger, for binding, 
$81; Flotow & Meninger, for German books, $61. 
They were ordered paid. 

Librarian Poole stated that since the last edi- 
tion of the ündmg-list 9.731 new books, not 
counting the old ones which had been replaced, 
had been added to the Library, and, in view of 
this fact. he suggested that the Board order 3,500 
copies of a supplement printed. He had esti- 
mated the cost at about $280, or seven cents per 
copy. Of the original flodmg-list 5,000 copies 
had been printed, of which about half bad been 
sold. and he thought that if 3,500 copies of a 
supplement were printed it would allow 1.000 
copies for those wno already have the finding~ 
lists, and leave 2.500 copies to be bonnd in with 
the original list. At present there were 74,392 
volumes in the Library. Ou motion the Board 
decided to act on the Librarian’s suggestion, 
and left the matter of printing to him. 

President Unahan, for the Committee on Leg 
islation stated thgt he was in receipt of a letter 
from Senator Adanis, in which he stated that

Thursday, and that Mr. Rockwell would urge its 
speedy passage in the House. He bad already 
introduced it, and it was likely to come up 
Thursday for final disposition. Mr. Onahan 
said he had also received a letter from a friend 
of the Bourd in Springfield suggesting that it 
would be weil for the Committee to be on band 
Thursday in case any opposition to the bill man- 
ifested itself. He urged the Committee to act 
on this advice, and it is probable that they will 
go to the Capital Thursday. 

Librarian Poole reported that during the first 
three weeks in February the circulation of 
books had reached 26,764, an increase of 19 per 
cent over that of the corresponding time last 
year. 

Mr. Poole has lately returned from Washing- 
ton, and he stated that while in that city he had 
seen Messrs. Davis and Aldrich and asked their 
opinion us to the proviso in the Lake-Front bill 
giving up Dearborn Park for library purposes.

the matter bad better be deferred. 
turn he had been surprised to hear it reported 
that Mr. Davis was obposed to the Lake-Front 
bill, as he had appeared to him to be enthusiastic 
in its favor. He had also conversed with other 
Representatives and with several Senators about 
the bill, and they had all said they saw uo reason 
he it — not pass, as there was no Opposi- 
on to it. 


KEEPING OPEN SUNDAY. 


The report of the Committee on Revision of 
the By-Laws was then taken up and discussed 
at considerabie come. The only important 
change contemplated was the opening of the 
library and rea -room from 1 p. m. until 9 p. 
m. on Sundays. This change was not favored 
by some, as they held that it would necessitate 
an increase of the force or the use of the night 
force, but the others favored it because it would 

ve young wen a chance to improve their Sun- 

ays, especially during the winter months. 
other changes recommended by the Committee 
served only to more clokely define the duties of 
the officers and the standi committees. The 
report was finally referred back tothe Commit- 
tee without action, and will be brought up at the 
next meeting. 

The Board then adjourned for two weeks.

Salvini on American Theatric- 
al Taste and Acting. 


T. W. Keene's Engagement 
Popular Success. 


Madame Dolaro Reaches for 
Mike Leavitt's Scalp. 


Coming Events—Miscellaneous Dramatic 
Chat from All Quarters. 


SALVINI ON TASTE AND ACTING. 

“The American people,” said Saivini the 
other day, are certainly very fond of the thea- 
tre. But,” he continued, speaking of the taste 
of our theatrical public. while playing in Amer- 
ica, not only during this tour, but during my 
first engagement, one thing has struck me very 
forcibly. The cultured part of the audience if 
they see anything done by the actor in a way 
that is against nature,—that is inartistic,—will 
make no demonstration, but the gailery will 
appland. 80 if an artist only waits he will re- 
ceive admiration for inartistic efforts."’ 

“ The réséit of this is seen in the work of our 
best actors.” 

“Yes, naturally. The, consequence is that a 
great many American actors when they do 
something inartistic, receiving this applause, 
think they have made a good point, while they 
are violating nature. I noticed this tendency 
on the part of the public most forcibly when I 
lately saw ‘Ingomar,’ a play with which I am 
very familiar. Miss Anderson was the Parthenia. 
Wheu she did something very fine and very ar- 
tistic the public were silent; when she did some- 
thing very tnartistic and came outside of her 
character, she received loud applause. I would 
like,” said Salvini, to see the actors form the 
taste of the public for what they ought to ap- 
preciate, and not the public to form the actor. 

“The generality of your prominent American 
actors,“ continued the tragedian, “have great 
genius, but they study very littie. That philo- 
sophical and historical study necessary to por- 
tray great charecters they pass very lightly 
over. The most of your actors are like fertile 
gardens, but uncultivated. I have been told 
that some of your actors often play great parts 
after studying them two or three weeks. I 
could not do that. I would not play a great role 
unless I had studied it for two years. In two or 
three weeks an actor cannot dig deep into the 
meaning of 4 character, and if your actors 
studied philosophically the work they under- 
take they would not he elated with the applause 
of the gallery. Every night I play J go to the 
theatre about three hours before the curtain 
rises, in order to dress and get into the atmos- 
phere of my character. [ see actors coming to 
the theatre half an hour before the curtain 
rises. They dress hurriediy,and rush on the 
stage. They cannot in this way do justice to the 
characters they assume.“ 

Salvini spoke of his conceptions of his Shak- 
spearean cbaracters. “I think,’’ said he. that 
in Hamlet Ladhere ciosely to the poet's idea in 
this sense,—that Shakespeare wanted to make a 
man weak in purpose but witha great mind. 
Hamlet is undecided in his resolutions. Some 
critics in this couatry have said that I am too 
violent in certain scenes. Homilet’s speeches to 
the Queen would give the idea, and it has, that 
the character is a violent one; but I think my 
treatment of the role is very subdued. I have 
seen Rossi, Davenport, Keene, and a number of 
good actors in the par. and toy were far more 
violent than lam. I dan o account for this 
objection from the t that my voice is 
sonorpus, and whea I speak my voice may sound 
a little toud,”’

Salvint, in the make-up of his face, presented a 
striking likeness to Forrest.

Lady Macbeth feeds this am- 
bition, gives him courage, prompts bim to other 
crimes from the commission of which his wat- 
ural nobility of disposition shrinks. All through 
the play. even after the commission of the first 
crime, be retains his pride; and when he is be- 
sleged on every side with difficulties he feels like 
a lion inadeu struck at by people be cannot 
reach. He resorts to the witehes. They teli him 
to be bloody, bold, and resolute’; for none of 
woman born shall harm Macucth.’ This eneour- 
ages him, and this courage is tirst broken down 
by the news of the death of bis wife, and, when 
Macduff tells bim that de from his mothor's 
womod was most untimely ripped,’ he dies, 
‘shrinking from deserved opprobrium.“ 

“Some of the critics have found fault with 
your dressing in the part?” 

They have; but my costumes have all been 
modoled upon'sketches made by Gustave Doré, 
who went to Scotland for the purpose of illus- 
trating the play. 

In regura to his engagement in this city, he 
said his Othello seemed to be bis most popular 
role. He regretted he could not play it oftener. 
Were he to do so the performance would not be 
so effective, the physical strain to reach some of 
his effects being so great. He spoke of the kind- 
ly manner in which he had been received by the 
people of New York and Boston particularly. 
and touched feelingly upon the warwth of jis 
reception by the profession in America.

To-night Mr. T. W. Keene, the tragedian, will 
close his second engagement at the Grand 
Opera- House this season.

Stocks Recover Almost as Rapidly as 
They Declined. 


Considerable Buying for Cash—The 
Money Market Easier. 


Chicago Taking Currency from New York 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened several points higher than the 
close of Friday, and continued to improve. 
Money was at no time as stringent as the day 
before. As much as & per cent premium was 
paid, but at the close the rate was 6 per cent 
without commission. Montreal, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, and other near cities poured funds into 
New York. Large capitalists began buying 
good stocks for cash, and confidence was quickly 
restored. The recovery was so rapid that many 
were afraid to buy, thinkmmg it not entirely nat- 
ural, and these operators believe the markét 
wil be a sale Monday morning. One 
of the surprises of the last week has been the 
comparative firmness of Erie. This stock has 
usually been the float.of speculation, rising and 
falling with the tide. But this time it has 
yieided comparatively little. The stock is not 
held by the street, as it used to be. One of the 
reports of the day was that Vanderbilt was buy- 
ing Union Pacific, which rose rapidly. The mar- 
ket closed wildly strong on a dispaich from 
Washington that fifty members of the Hou 
had been found to agree to filibuster on 
Funding bill and prevent its passage. Also that 
the Ways and Means Committee would ask that 
the fifth section be repealed. 

The part of the Funding bill which has ex- 
cited the most opposition is the fifth section, 
which. relates to the banks. As if tearing that 
a 3per. cent bond would not sell at par, the 
framers of the bill have sought, says the Vin, 
in this section to force the banks to buy the 
bonds. The section directs that no other kind 
of bonds except the 3 per cent shail be re- 
ceived after Juiy 1 as security for Govern ment 
deposits or bank- note circulation, and that 
every bank shall keep at least one-third of its 
capital in these bonds. As the law stands now, 
a National bank can give up its circulation any 
day by depositing with the Department at Wash- 
ington an amount of legal- tender notes or other 
lawful money sufficient to redeem its own notes 
as they come in, the bank getting back the bonds 
pledged to secure its note circulation the mo- 
ment it turns in the legal-tender notes 
with which to redeem its own notes. The pend- 
ing bill puts a stop to this, and directs that the 
bonds which the bank has deposited to secure 
its notes shall not be returned to the bank until

A BRepublican Gathering atthe Palace 
ofthe French President— Five Thou- 
sand Guests Dancing~Few Americans 
Present. 


Parts, Fev. 24.—I have just left the Elysee, io

M. Grévy and his tamily did the honors of the 
evening with their usual erace. At midnight it 
was almost impossible to move in the Dall- 
rooms.

ceremony should take place not later than 
12 o’clock in the day. Theclergy also might 
have a grievance, especially in all large and 
populous parishes, if compelled to wait about 
on duty at the church, after 12 o’clock, in- 
stead of being free to attend to their many 
other parochial duties. 

The extension of the marriage hours 
beyond 12 0’clock would in like manner af- 
fect the movements and engagements of 
Roman Catholic priests, dissenting ministers, 
and the civil registrars throughout the 
country. To the upper ten thousand” it 
can hardly be said to be a hardship to have 
to marry just before 12 o’clock and to sit 
down to their wedding breakfast at 1 o’clock, 
or 1:30 o’clock,—in fact, to luncheon. While 
to the Peers and the mmons there is al- 
ways the luxury of a special license open on 
the payment of the usual 30 guineas in stamp 
and fees; but these special licenses issue, we 
believe, solely by the favor of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the fees belonging to the 
master of the faculties, his Grace, as is well 
known, going into the details and merits of 
each case himself, the Archbishop always 
signing the “fiat” authorizing the special 
license to issue. Special licenses, it is under- 
stood, will in no case be allowed to issue in 
future without good cause, and certainly not 
simply for the purpose of saving the general 
publie from reasonably early rising, from 
luncheons, and from, in fact, having to 
comply with the ordinary law of the land. 

Marriages at night in churches in London 
have been found to be most inconvenient and 
even unpleasant things, and special licenses 
for that purpose will probably never be ap- 
plied for in, and if applied for, more 
than probab y never granted, the objections 
being ladies’ evening dresses ynseemly in 
church, the crowd and concourse, the livery 
servants hanging around the church-porches 
as at a ball, and the uncouth mob on the de- 
parture of the bride and bridegroom only by 
far too merry! The late case of the young 
man imprisoned by the Vice-Chancellor for 
having married a ward of chancery of 18 
withdut the consent of the Court, and who 
had stated falsely, for the purpose of getting 
his banns published, that the young lady was 
of full age, illustrates that a bride has a far 
greater security from her intended husband 
when he goes before a clergyman Surrogate 
and obtains from him a license for marriage; 
for it has, it must be remembered, always to 
be founded on the affidavit of the Dfide- 
groom himself in writing on oath, and on 
which, if false, he can be prosecuted. , 


BIBLE REVISION. 
DELAY IN THE PUBLICATION OF THE 
VISED NEW TESTAMENT. 
New York Observer. 

There is a sudden pause in the progress of 
the Revision. It wason the eve of appear- 
ing. The work is completed, printed, bound, 
and copies were sent out to the press in Ep- 
gland, and to the members of the Revision 


Committee in this country. * 

The cause of the unexpected delay is this: 
The British Committee of Revision was ap- 
pointed by the Convocation of Canterbury, 
an ecclesiastical body composed of the Bish- 
ops and other clergy of the Province of Can- 
terbury. We have before us the precise 
terms of the decree of appointment. It was 
understood that the Committee of Revision 
had final authority, and that their work when 
completed would be at once given to the 
world. But by some indiscretion or mistake 
a few specimens of the changes made by the 
revisers (which we published in the Observer 
Jan. 27) appeared in the London Reeord, and 
excited considerable attention. They were 
speedily republished in many religious and 
secular papers. The parties who suppose 
they hold a copyright in England of 
the revision served legal notice on the 
Record, in which the few extracts 
first appeared, and on those papers that 
copied the extracts, threatening a lawsuit 
for the violation of copyright! This un- 
seemly act has justly excited great indigna- 
tion. It is considered monstrous that news- 
papers should be threatened with punish- 
ment for publishing extracts from the Bible 
and especially for doing the very thing that 
is most desirable and important to be done 
for the purpose of bringing the value of the 
work distinctly before the public. If the 
changes are discteetly made, the sooner 
they are known the better. If they are not 
discreetly made, the sooner they are sup- 
pressed the better. It is very sad to know 
that the men who have the legal control of 
the Revision are men who threaten»with 
legal penalties newspapers which have inno- 
cently and at second-hand copied a few texts 
of the Bible, without note or comment, into 
their pages. Our contemporaries in Canada, 
who thought they were doing a good thing 
by copying these texts, will now find them- 
selves exposed to the dangers of a lawsuit, 
from which we are happily exempted by the 
war of 1776. We never knew before how 
much we gained by our independence of 
England. It seems that we could not have 
cited a text from the Revised Bible without 
first sending over to England and getting per- 
mission from the Universities of Ogford and 
Cambridge! That would be very incon- 
venient, especially * a discussion that re- 

uired some dispatch. 

8 It appears that the British Committee of 
Revision were not required by their appoint- 
ment to submit their work before publication 
to the Convocation, but it is now intimated 
that the Revised New Testament will be thus 
submitted and referred to a new committee. 
to report upon it & the meeting of the Con- 
yocation which is to be held in May,—three 
months henee,—unto which time the publi- 
cation has been postponed. 

The “Convocation ” is a legal as welleas 
ecclesiastical body. It formerly had the 
power of levying taxes, which it does not 
now possess. But it is a Parliament of the 
Church in a State where Church and State 
are united. It has, two houses, an upper and 
lower,—the former composed of all the Bish- 
ops in the Province, the othér of the inferior 
clorey by representatives from the dioceses 
in the Province. This body has legal au, 
thority to examine and censure “ books, 
and from its decision an appeal may be taken 
to the Crown! ‘ 

Thus it comes to pass that, if the Convoca- 
tion does not approve of the Revision, the 
case may go up to the Government, and the 
Queen and Mr. Gladstone may yet be called 
on to decide whether the alterations of the 
old version are right and wise. Mr. Glad-

Being now relieved from this, 
the Committee have directed the distribution 
of $15,000 in the Conference next year for 
the benefit of the superannuated preachers. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOLS,. 
THE COOK COUNTY CONVENTION. 

The second day’s session of the Cook 
County Sunday-School Convention was en- 
tered upon at 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
in Lower Farwell Hall, President D. W. 
Potter in the chair. The attendance was 
quite large, and included many ladies. 

A song-service lead the day’s proceedings, 
Prof. C. C. Case conducting it. . 

The-report of Treasurer L. S. Lindsey was 
presented by Mr. II. S. Vail, and showed the 
total receipts since the date of the last report 
to have aggregated $930.88, and the disburse- 
menfs $847.22, leaving a balance in the treas- 
ury of $85.66. The report stated that the 
salary of the Superintendent had been paid 
by individual contributions. P. D. Armour 
gave the first $100, but the names of the other 
contributors Were withheld. 

“ The Teacher's Work was the topie of 
diseussion for the morning. Mr. B. F. Ja- 
cobs introduced it by talk about “The 
Teacher's Bible, and How to Use It,“ his re- 
marks being made up of wise instructions as 
to the manner of teaching with the Scripture. 

Success in Teaching, and How to Attain 
It,“ was discussed by the Rev. 8S. E. Wishard 
in an able and entertaining style, and The 
Teacher's Daily Life, and Its Influence Upon 
His Work,’ was the side from which Mr. C. 
M. Morton spoke upon the topic. 

To fill out the time until the noon meeting, 
appropriate remarks Were made by different 
gentlemen in the Convention. 

In the afternoon came the children’s meet- 
ing as a finale to the Convention. The pro- 
gram for this meeting had been prepared 
solely for the edification and instruction of 
the little folks, and it is safe to say that it was 
by far the 1 hall meeting of children 
ever seen in Chicago. It was an- 
nounced to commence at 2:30 o’clock, 
and shortly before 2 the young people 
began pouring into the hall, occasiunally ac- 
companied by some older people in charge, 
but generally with only their own inclina- 
tion to direct them. Boys and girls came 
alone and in crowds, and teachers came with 
their classes. The tide of little, humanity 
continued sweep_ng into the hall for about an 
hour. The floor of the auditorium and the 
gallery were without a single vacant seat by 
this time, and still the income of the eager 
and expectant youngsters seemed undimin- 
ished. They began crowding the aisles, and, 
the ventilation being none ot the best, the air 
of the place grew oppressive. Fortunately 
this result had been foreseen by the man- 
agement, and the First M. E. Church, at the 
corner of Clark and Washington streets, 
had been secured for the accommodation of 
the overflow. Doorkeepers were accordingly 
stationed at the foot of the stairs leading to 
Farwell Hall, and as the children presented 
themselves here they were directed to the 
chureh, A@the church the same scene was 
witnessed, although on not quite so large a 
scale. Floor and gallery were soon crowded, 
and when the stop finally came it was esti- 
mated that Farwell Hall held upwards of 
3,000 young people and the church about 


1,500. 

The Farwell Hall meeting opened with an 
1 1 prayer by the Rev. E. O. Taylor, 
of the Central Baptist Church, and was fol- 
lowed by ashort Service of song in which 
the children all participated, every one of 
them being provided with-a program con- 
taining the hymns printed. And the strength 
of the music was mighty. The 3,000 
childish voices were raised in a way 
to show the fullest power of 
the possessors’ lungs, and two 
cornets and organ which led the music had 
their sounds drowned out by the voices. 
Prof. C. C. Case conducted the singing. 

An address to the children by Mr. B. F. 
Jacobs came next. While this address was 
in a style of language which could be thor- 
oughly understood and appreciated by 
the youngest child in tie hall, it was 
at the same time equall, entertaining and in- 
structive to the older people. Taking Bun- 
yan’s * Pilgrim’s Progress for a topic, and 
aided by a panorama of view representing 
the most important incidents in the wonder- 
tul story, Mr. Jacobs at once secured the 
closest attention of the children and 
preached to them a sermon that 
delighted them, and which could not heip 
proving beneficial. ＋ and then the 
speaker would stop to ask a question of his 
young listeners, to see whether they were 
attentive to the discourse and understood the 
illustrations, and he was always answered by 
a tremendous shout, which showed that the 
children were paying attention and did un- 


derstand.
